locals of their plight, explaining the guilty UKOG's sins 
before exploding into a post-grief induced rendition of the 
tune 'We wish you a merry Christmas':- 
"We wish you would stop drilling, We wish you would stop 
drilling, We wish you would stop drilling, On Horse Hill, 
Horley.

RisingTideUK welcome Santa & said Elf migrant climate 
refugees who have now joined the resistance of the activists 
working together under the banner of the "Antifrackers", to 
supplement local resistance with London and Brighton 
activists campaigning against S.E. fracking sites and 
supporting local site groups. Various individuals and 
RisingTideUK set up the Antifrackers after a Gathering in 
January this year and together we've organised several 
visits to sites in the SE and Le Tour de Frack bike rides in 
the summer. 

Especially pertinent for Santa, Elves and other biodiversity 
is to STOP a massive expansion of oil drilling as Horse Hill 
Developments Ltd is working on a planning application for 
FIVE new wells, which would make Horse Hill the UK’S 
second biggest onshore oil site, industrialising the 
countryside and perpetuating climate breakdown when we 
have just 12 years left to keep temperature rises within safe 
limits. Acidisation (Acid-fracking) -large volumes of acid, 
together with other chemicals, would be pumped into the 
ground to break down the rock and allow oil to flow; with 
water contamination worries; and flaring of gas & use of 
diesel engines adding to local air pollution in an area 
already suffering from Gatwick Airport. From the re-start 
of Horse Hill operations, 15 recent earthquakes in Surrey 
also show the area is far less geologically stable than once 
thought.
